Tbe ■aehiaery by which society acts is the 
constitution and laws, and ttie things acted upon 
are "A-y people and IheiH" property.

Thus if we till the earth without 
replenishing by means of asannres the princi 
pie of fertility that is annually taken from it, 
we thereby impoverish the soil, and this course, 
if persisted in, would be injurious to the heir, 
and when extensively practised ruinous to the 
country. The same course of reasoning applies 
to the timber growing upon the land. The oc- 
cupants of ttie soil have really no just right to 
gjto property wastef uUy, and timber, from the 
Ingth ^ time required to grow it, and its ab- 
solate necessity to supply the wants of society, 
Aoold aKragrs he caraAdty' p t aae r red and pro- 
tected from waste. In England, where proper- 
ty is enteiled, these rights of posterity are re- 
oagnized and protected by positive law. There 
tiieheir at law can always fi'e his bill in chan- 
cer}" to restrain the tenant in tail from commit- 
ting waste. To some extent, our probate laws 
afford the same kind of redres.* to heirs and re- 
mainder-men and reversioners against tenants in 
possession. 

Another dutj that we think the present socie- 
ty owes to the future, at least in a republic, is to 
educate the youth who are too poor to be edu- 
catoihy their paaealB.

Red River Falls. — The Red River Repub- 
lican, of May 19, speakiui.' of the progress 
Mes rs.

The New Mexico Boundary Co-mmissiok. 
Two letters have been redeived at the Interior 
Department— the first dated Camp at the Espia, 
latitude 31 deg. 20 min., March 22d, and the 
second laoos, April 5, 1855 — vriiich give some 
interesting information respecting the progress 
of the boundary commission in New Mexico. 

All the necessary supplies are purchased and 
in camp to last to the end of the work, with ttie 
exception of 10,iK)U pounds of flour and twenty 
head of cattle; but nothing whatever had been 
heard of Lieut. Michler and his party, and no 
communication had been received from the de- 
partment since November; but the commissioner 
was informed that Lieut. Michler reported to 
the Department of the Interior that he had or- 
ganized his party, and left San Ditfo for the line 
on the 16th November, 1855. This leads to the 
hope that his work is progressing properly. If 
so, and no unforeseen accident happens, the line 
will be completed within the time and means 
originally estimated, notwithstanding the rever- 
ses encountered in the outset. 

The north and south lines have been comple- 
ted, the beginning of the parallel of 31 deg. 20 
min. ^as been established, and the whole force 
is now employed in producing the parallel of 31 
deg. 20 min. westward. 

The Mexican commission has failed, both 
in the performance of its proper share of the 
labor of running and marking the boundary and 
in the necessary labor attending the work. So 
far no assistance whatever has been received 
from them, and at the last accounts had not left 
El Paso, and the Indians haJ. rusi off nio.-t uf 
their animals from the initial point within a few 
miles of that town. 

The monthly statement for March show an 
expenditure of $4,129. 

Santa Anna has removed Mr. Saiizar, the 
Mexican commissioner, who is said lo ba an ef- 
flcient officer.

We noticed in our last tiiat a diftcnlty oc- 
curred on Tuesday morning at ttie Phcenix Ho- 
tel in this city between Mr. George W. Smith 
aad Mr. John Jackson, of Garrard, in which 
pistols were used by each, and the former was 
severely wounded. Mr. Smith, we regret to 
say, died on Wednesday at 1 ^o'clock, P. M., 
from the effects of the wound* thus received. 
He was a highly respeetoble man, about 42 
years of age, and leaves a wife and children to 
lament the deprivation of a kind and affection- 
ate husband and father. The grand jury of the 
county, now in session, have found a true bill 
for murder against Jackson, who was arrested 
immediately after the occurrence and lodged in 
jail. — Lex. Obs. 

The case of the Commonwealth vs. George 
Grigg and Mrs. Elizabeth Eraser, upon an in- 
dictment chargtog tiiem with the murder of 
James O. Fraser, in this county, last fall, was 
taken up yesterday morning, and the selection 
of the jury entered upon. 

We noticed in our last that the Court had or- 
dered a venire facias to be issued to the county 
of Bourbon, and directed the sheriff to summon 
one hundred citizens of that county. This 
order was promptly executed by the sheriff, 
and from the list summoned a jury was 
readily obtained. This is tbe first 'time, we 
beljpve, that 'he provision of the new code of 
practice (which authorizes the summoning of a 
jury in a criminal case in a neighboring county, 
when it is believed that an mip^tial jury cannot 
be obtained to the countv where the offence wai 
committed ^d the trial bad) has been resorted 
to in Kentucky. It is, iff our judgment, a wise 

E revision. A jury of excellent citizens has thus 
een obtained in this case without difficulty, 
which would have been impossible if the same 
practice had prevailtd aa ftonaerly.

Alternation of Crops. — ^The obsolete idea 

of "resting" land was substitoted by the prac- 
tice of "alternation" of crops, and this substi- 
tution constituted a great step in the progress of 
agriculture. This alternation or rotation of 
crops the great Liebig pronounces in his new 
work, "Hie one constraint resting still upon 
agriculture." "The single problem," he says, 
"worthy of scientific agriculture at the present 
time is to establish, in place of a change of 
crop, a change or succession of manures which 
shall enable the farmer to grow on each ot his 
fields tiiat crop whfeh under the circumstances 
will be most profitoble." When this problem 
shall be solved, wc may look for another revo- 
lution in agriculture. In the meantime it will 
not be amiss to revert to the principles on which 
the alternating system is based, that we may 
know at least just where we are at present, and 
see that we auke the best use of tim llghte we 
already have. These principles as laid down by 
Chaptal are — 

1. All plants exhaust the soil 

2. All plants do not exhaust tile soil equally. 

3. Plants of different kinds do BOt eikaust 
the soil in the same manner. 

4. All plants do not restore to Ae soil the 
same quantity or qualibr of manure. 

5. All plante do not feed the soil aqnaUy. 
From these principles he draws ttie foHowing 

eonclusions: 

1. That, however well prepared a soil may 
be, it cannot nourish a long succession of crops 
without being exhausted. 

2. Each harvMt impoverishes the soil to a 
certain extent, depending upon the degree of 
nourishment which it restores to the earth. 

3. The cultivation of spindle roots oiigbt to 
succeed that of running and superficial roots. 

4. It is necessary to\void returning too soon 
to the cultivation oC the same or to ■aslngene 
kinds of vegetobles in the same soil. 

5. It is very unwise to allow two kinds of 
j)lants, which admit of the ready growth of 
we^ds among them, to be raised in succession. 

6. Those plants which derive their principal 
support from the soil should not be sown, ex- 
cept when tbe soil is sufficientiy provided with 
manure. 

7. When the soil exhibits symptoms of ex- 
haustion from successive harvests, the cultiva- 
tion of those plants that restore most to the 
soil must be resorted to. 

The alternating system is based upon these 
principles, and is economical and profitable in 
proportion as it adheres to them. It assumes 
that, all plants drawing more or less of their 
nourishment from the soil, the soil must be oc 
casionally replenished with supplies of manure 
A certain class of plants called culiniferons are 
supposed most rapidly to exhaust supplies — this 
class embraces wheat, rye, oats, barley, Indian 
corn, cotton, &c. They are particularly ex- 
haustin;: while maturing their seeds. A judi- 
cious system should not allow these crops to 
follow each other closely or frequently, and the 
common practice of cultivating Indian corn, 
wheat, and oats, in quick succession, is only al- 
lowable on lands of a high character, aad when 
the invaluable qualities of the clover crop are 
faithfully used as an improver. 

Another class of plants, /cgtiminoiM, embrace, 
strictly speaking, only peas, beans, and pulse, 
but for convemence are made to include all 
those which are usually called ameliorating, but 
more properly less exhausting. These plants 
are less exhausting, because some of them draw 
supplies of nourishment from a lower stratum 
of soil than that traversed by the roots of 
wheat, corn, &,c. — their long tap roots running 
deep into the soil: some because their broad 
leaves exposed to the atmosphere draw from it 
a portion of their nourishment; some because 
they shade the soil; and all, because ordinarily 
they do not go to seed. The clover is the most 
ameliorating, because it combines all these 
qualities to a greater degree than any other, ex- 
cept perhaps the field pea. These plants re- 
quiring also, the most of them, deep and thor- 
ough cultivation, and their roots penetrating 
deeply, ameliorate the soil in this manner. 

The alternating system is not complete, and 
answers by no means the ends of which it is ca- 
pable, without the introduction of the cultiva- 
ted grasses. They are cultivated at very little 
cost-they enlarge the variety of the plants and 
promote the economy of plant feeding. They 
cover the soil, protecting it from the waste of 
the sun and frost. Their roots accumulate in 
the soil a large supply of mold for future u»e. 
And they afford much material for manure, 
thus supplying at a cheap rate several impor- 
tant requisites of a complete system of alterna- 
tion. As our agriculture improves,ttkere is no 
doubt it will embrace a much more extended 
cultivation of the grasses. 

The researches of science are throwing much 
light upon facts long familiar to in'elligent ob- 
servers. While tlieie latter had obeenred that 
differisnt classes of plants exhausted the soil in 
different degrees, and that where the soil refused 
to grow those of one character, another sort 
might still be profitably cultivated, the facts 
are accounted for in the analysis of the ashes 
of these plants. These analyses distinctly show 
the diffuent degrees in which different sub- 
stancrs are consumed by plants. The grains of 
all kinds show a very large percentage of phos- 
phoric acid, equal to nearly one-half of the 
amount of ash — a large per centage of potash 
and magnesia, and the straw silica to a large 
amount. The ash of potatoes, turnips, and 
plants of that character gives potash in much 
larger amount than the former; phosphoric acid 
and magnesia in smaller amounts, but more lime 
and ijflphurig acid. Hay gives on analysis 
more time than the others, much potash, though 
less than the others, and much silica. The 
ashos of all classes contain the various mineral 
elements, viz: sulphuric acid, phosphoric acid, 
chlorine, lime, magnesia, potash, soda, silica, 
iron, but in various and many of them in very 
small proportions.— .iwurtea* Farmer.

THE ATLANTIC'S NEWS. 

In England money continued plentiful. Since 
the loan was aniiouiiced in Aviril, consols have 
advanced upwards of 4 per cent., and are now 
quoted 92 7-8. Tht ctMm marint coDtinued 
excited, and had adTanced ^d m the week. 
BreadstuOT were dull at previous quotations. 

The political news or the week preceding 
the sailing of the Atlantic is more important 
than has been received for a Ions; period. The 
allies were at length able to speak of substantial 
successes, which greaUy bii|;lkteDed their pros- 
pects, and gave hopes of a ma! triumphant is- 
sue to the Crimean campaign. Hie largo place 
d^arnut near Sebastopol, between the Central 
Bastion and the sea, which had been the ren- 
dezvous of the Russians for their sorties, had 
been definitely occupied by the truops under 
Geo rilliwfar The French bad also made an 
importantrecoDiKriflsance across the Tchernaya, 
and established a camp at Tchorgoren. The 
most interesting intellifffi'ce. however, is from 
the Sea of Azoff, which has fallei» entirely into 
the possf ssfon of the allies. Kertch had been 
ci^tured without the loss of a man, and the Sea 
«( AmoS, whence the Russians have derived 
liipir BuppUes, been occupied by fourteen, an 
Austrian dispatch says eighteen, French and 
Enjglish steamers. 

'uie Peace Conferences had not been resumed, 
the Allies considering themselves justified in 
hoping for better terms from Russia than they 
c out d at present obtain. A^istria stiU continued 
to negotiate, and was striving for such a mastery 
in Germany as to be assured of t^M eoftpwation 
of the Confederation wbsattdMllb* far her in- 
terest to declare war.

The first of these dispatches announced 
that the large place d'armcs. between the Cen- 
tral Basttai and tlie sea. liad been attacked by 
ttie French troops on the nigtit between the 2ra 
and 23d ultimo, and that after a fierce combat 
with nearly the wliole garrison of Sebastopol, 
half of ilie woik? were carried and occupied. 
The second disjiatch conveyed the intelligence 
that on the ensuing night the remainder of the 
works ware asMpnedud taken. Tliese battles 
coat the BmsImb daariy. 

btelliceiiee has heen received from Lord 
RaglaaTdated the SMfa ult., statii.g that Sii Geo. 
Brown reports, on the 28tb ult, that the troops 
continued healthy; that five vesssel? laden with 
com had run into Kertch, ignorant of the place 
haviaf been taken. and were captured; and that 
the number of guns taken by the allies exceeds 
100. Matters continue much the same in the 
Crimea. Troops healthy.

The victorioas oeci^atioii of tiie town of 
Kertch by flie allied fareos, the command we 
have thus obtained of tlie Cimmerian Bosphorus 
and the Sea of Asoff, and the establishment of 
our power upon another point of the highest 
sti ategetical importance in the Russian territo- 
ries, are events uhich augur most auspiciously 
for the s o ee a ss of the campaign in which we 
are now about to engage, and place in our hands 
another material pledge for the triumphant ter- 
mination of the war. The satisfaction which 
this achievement will excite in all parts of the 
world where sympathy is felt tor the cause of 
the allies, is increased by the fortunate circum- 
stance that this success has bean obtaiiMd with- 
out a single casualty. In spite nf the warning 
given to the Russians by the recall of the first 
expeditioii nearly three weeks ago, the result 
shows that they had not means to place the 
straits of Yenikale in an pfficient state cf de- 
ifence; they evacuated and destroyed the forts 
which guarded tiie sea of Azoff on the arrival 
of the combined fleet; and the biithdur of Uie 
Queen of England v^as worthily edaorated by 
planting the standard of England and France 
upon the hill which tradition has described as 
the tomb of Mithridates. 

This result is the more glorious and the more 
OLliaoidiavy, as the Rnsaiaps must long have 
for es een thatsnch an operation would sooner or 
later be attempted, and there is no point in the 
tmst dominions of Russia the loss of which is 
more formidable to that empire. Indeed, if the 
allies proceed no further than to occupy and 
hold the Straits of Yenikale and the adjacent 
peninsula of Kortch. wliieh is easy dsCansible by 
'any power having the command ot the sea, they 
would remain in possession of the key to one of 
(he principal approaches to the Russian territo- 
ries. In 1K51, no less than 1,000 tridingvessels 
nassed the Straits. Taganrog, Marianopol, 
Qerdianski, and Kertch, all commercial towns, 
which ic U<io neen the poliey of the Russian 
government to protect and foster with the ut- 
most care for the last 70 years, exist only by the 
freedom of trade between the Sea of Azoff and 
the Euxine. The whole exports of the valley 
of the Don and its tributaries, and the commu- 
nitation between the Don and the Volga, which 
places the trade of that miriihr stream in con- 
nection with the markets of Europe, all de- 
pend upon this neck of the Sea of Azoff; 
ae that it is ao exaggeration to assert that our 
occupation of Kertch will be felt in the interior 
of Russia, even to Kazan and Nishni Novogo 
rod. On the Asiatic shore of the Straits the 
Russians have also destroyed t^eir fortifications, 
se that botti sides may be occupied, and the al- 
lied forces will threaten or olockade Anapa, 
which 18 the key to the whole Circassian coast 
Kertch itself is a flourishing town of about 12,- 
000 inhabitants, built entirely of substantial 
stone houses. The inhabitants are chiefly 
Onaksand Tartars, and for the fir<t time since 
the commencement of these operations, our 
troops will find themselves U comact with what 
may be termed, by comparison, a civiKxed com' 
munity. The climate, though cold in winter, is 
healthy and genial in this season. The sur- 
rounding country, which is termed by the Rus- 
sians the district of Kertcb-Enikolsk, is luxu- 
itantly fertile wherever it is cultivated; it is sep- 
arated from Kaffa by about 60 miles of undula- 
ting plain, lying between the Sea of Azoff and 
the Black Sea, and the isti^us dividing the Bay 
of Kaflafrom that of Ara^ts not mm* than 12 
idlas in braadth. 



or commercial operations cannot be found, and 
in the flourishing days of the Crimea, both in 
antiquity, under the Genoese, and even under 
the Khan of Khazaria, the chief seat of power 
and of wealth was always on this eastern ex- 
tremity of the peninsula. These facts being 
well known, it is difficult to explain why this 
expedition was not made at a much earlier pe- 
riod of the war, for the forces which languished 
during last July at Varna might have long since 
seized the forts of Yenikale. It is true that the 
soundings which havp "nabled Admiral Lyons 
and Admiral Bruat in [ Ian thi- successful at- 
tack had not then been taken and the manner in 
which they were obtained is curious. A British 
naval (Kflieer, whose name has, unfortunately, 
not yet reached us, captured a vessel having on 
board a private carriage belonging to the Rus- 
sian Governor of Kertch. With this "material 
pledge" in his possession, he sent in apolite mes- 
sage to the Governor, stating that the English 
cruiser was unwilling to mprive him of his 
private property, and would have great pleasure 
in restoring the carriage to its former owner. 
The offer was accepted, and the ship's boats en- 
tered the Bay of Kertch, with the vehicle on 
boari!. sounding as tliey went. By this means, 
it was ascertained that there was a passage for 
the small steamers to within a short distance of 
the coast, and the Govemm's carriage made a 
track foi the British fleet. 

Among the other immediate advantages re- 
sulting from the occupation of the Straits may 
be reckoned the interruption of the supplies 
which the Russian army in the Crimea has' hith- 
erto drawn from the Sea of Azoff. Very laige 
quantities of wheat, flour, and oats were found 
at Kertch. and upwards of sixty vessels engaged 
in this se.vice, of which about half were burnt 
by the enemy and half were taken. 

The maintenance of a large army in the inte- 
rior of the Crimea will become a task of insii- 
parable difficulty, if the whole of its supplies 
ai^ food have to be brought by land across the 
steppes norlh of the Salghir. The Crimea it- 
self does not produce corn enough to feed its 
ow n sparse population, and it wa- by communi- 
cation with the inexhaustible granaries of the 
Sea of Azoff that the Russian magazines were 
aupplied. This circumstvice may serve to ac- 
count in part for the fact that the Russians have 
apparently not attempted to throw very large 
reinforcements into the Crimea. The strength 
of the army must be regulated, not only by the 
numbers they may be able to convey than, but 
by the means of supporting them. 

When people talked loosely of Russia's 
power to throw 200,000 m^ into the Crimea, we 
contented ourselves with replying, that it is 
easier to find the men than the food necessary 
to their subsistence. We now venture to assert 
that it is easin' ftor the Allied Powers, having 
the command of the sea and the coast, to main- 
tain 200,000 men in the Crimea than for 
Russia to maintain 100,000 in the interior. 
There are very strong reasons for believing 
that the strengtli of that Russian army 
which at one time threatened Balaklava, 
and held our bnrt hat saiiMrin|r forces be- 
sieged in our own lines, will turn out 
to DC very much below what it was at one time 
supposed to be. A thin line of Cossacks per- 
petually threatened our outposts, and even led 
the Allied generals to contract their position 
within the narrowest defensible compass. But 
what was there behind this screen? Whenever a 
partial reconnoissance has been made, our 
troops have come in contact with no enemy 
capable of holding a position, and it is by no 
means improbable that the innumerable hordes 
of Russians supposed to be wintering in im- 
pregnable quarters behind the low range of hills 
north of the Tchernaya, were as much reduced 
in strength and numbers as the besiegers of Se- 
bastopol. 

The last despatch received from Gen. Pellis 
sier announced that the allied forces have now 
occupied the whole line of Tchemajra, and this 

operation met with no serious resistance, the 
Russians having speedily retired behind tiie hills. 
This fresh success confirms us in the opinion, 
that the unseen strength of the enemy in the Cri- 
mea has been overrated, and that he is by no 
means in a condition to oppose simultaneously 
the combined movements of the three armies at 
Eupatoria, at Kertch, and before Seoastopol. 
The greater probablility now appears to be, 
that on the advance of the allies, in whatever 
direction they may assume the defensive, the 
Russians will find themselves compelled to re- 
treat, from inferiority of numbers and want of 
supplies, and the more so as, the sea of Azoff 
bein^' navigable for <mr steam gun-boats, their 
base of oparaW— a my ha ttvantaned in the 

rear. 

These circunaataneea confirm and encourage 
the hopes we have never ceased to entertain, of 

a speedy and triumphant termination to the new 
campaign in the Crimea, but they do not lessen 
eur admiration of those heroic soldiers, who, by 
their eiidurance and their valor,have at last won 
a portion of that glorious reward for which they 
have contended so long and auftred so mtich. 
The people of England and the most intelligent 
nations of the continent of Europe, will nail 
with enthusiasm these indications of renewed 
and increasing success. The defense of the 
Russians, though obstinate, is evidently fainter, 
and the surrender of Kertch without resistance, 
is a proof of the asmral daiant ^ the hostile ar- 
my. Let us proceed with boldness and with 
firmness, for victory is already within our grasp. 
The ground we now occupy in the Ciimea gives 
us the command of the Black Sea and the Sea 
of Azoff, from which Russia will not dislodge 
us until the termination of the war — not upon 
her terms, but on our own; and the time is prob- 
ably not distant, when she will regret, far more 
than we need do, the failure of the late negotia- 
ations for peace. Our hopes of peace lie in 
victory, our negotiations and conditions are in 
the camp before Sebastopol, and Kertch is ano- 
ther material guarantee of our ultimate success.

This the workmen and sappers 
work indefatigably to effect, while the battauona 
keep the repulsed enemy in check. 

"The object to be now effected is to turn the 
work against the besieged, that is to say, to give 
it the a-m or direction of a siege trench, while 
preserving every part of the enemy's work con- 
ducive to that ena. The workmen here are en- 
titled to quite as much merit as the attacking 
battalions, for they find themselves equally ex- 
posed to a fire of grape and musketry; and that 
too without the powerful distraction of excite- 
ment that men feel when under fire and charg- 
ing with the bayonet. The officers of the engi- 
neers, on these occasions, are to be admired for 
their coorage, as they point out the work to be 
done, and umee out oie direction to b.e taken, in 
order that the men suffur least from the enemy's 
fire. They are aetime and courageous, but they 
are also as passionless as if they were working 
on the Polygon. 

"The report in detail of the two nocturnal en- 
gagements of Ifay 22d and 23d, which will 
reach us in a few days, will morally excite 
great interest on account of the severity of the 
action and the importance of the result. Gen. 
Pelissier has inaugurated h<s advent to the chief 
command by a vigorous demonstration, nwMing 
prudence with boldness. 

"We see that the siege of Sebastopol is being 
carried on with energetic consistency; its suc- 
cessive progp-ess ought to prove to Europe that 
the powers allied in arms before the walls of 
Sebastopol will not let go their hold, and that 
they will end by achieving a triumph, which, 
we nave reason to expect, will be all the speed- 
ier, inasmuch as several letters agree with Gen. 
Pciissier's dispatch in declaring that the Rus- 
sian soldiers are beginning to show in tiieir sor- 
ties symptoma of rdaxation and diseoorage- 
ment." 

Progress of the Sies;e. — The official dispatches 
go back to the l*th of May, on which day Lord 
Raglan writes, that the fire of the enemy had 
been slack, being chiefly diiected against the 
French works. The Sardinian troops were 
landed, and the 12th English lancers had arrived. 
Fifty cases of cholera and 20 deaths were re- 
ported in the English army, with some cases 
among the French. Abundance of food was 
supplied to the troops. Mneh praiae is be- 
stowed on tiie appearance of the Sardinians, 
who have landed in fine condition, and well 
supplied with all the materiel of war. 

May I9th. — The fourth parallel was com- 
pleted. Htat had succeeded to rain. There 
had been hardly any firing on either side. Large 
convoys had entered Sebastopol from the north 
side. The Russians are working vigorously at 
the north side, where they are erecting an earth- 
work. The British are moving all their heavy 
mortars of 13 and 10 inches into the advanced 
parallels. Two deserters from Sebastopol re- 

Eorted the garrison very strong, numerically, 
ut the hot weather was eaaaia|; sicknsai 
Miss Nightingale had been laid up with fever, 
but was recovering. 

Apprehensions bad been loudly expressed in 
camp that the army would soon beceatitute of 
water, but the possession of the rivar Tcher' 
naya will supply the want. 

During a recent encounter before Sebastopol, 
a Russian bugler, quite a young boy, leapt on 
the top of the British parapet and sounded the 
charge. He was instantly shot with numerous 
balls, and his body fell into the English trench. 

A cons|)iracy to assassinate Gen. Kalergi, 
Greek minister of war, had been discovered at 
Athens, and some arrests were made. 

Progress of Negotiations . — It was announced 
by the last steamer that the conferences at Vi- 
enna would be resumed: one meeting to tiJce 
place on Saturday, May 20, without the presence 
of the Russian plenipotentiaries, and another on 
Monday, 28th, at which all the ambassadors 
would be present. The nece sary instructions 
did not, however, arrive from London and Paris, 
and no conference took place on Saturday. A 
Vienna dispatch, of May 26, mentions that no 
direct answer had been received to the proposals 
sent by the Austrian Government to London and 
Paris, on the 20th. From Paris it is stated that 
the new Austrian propositions are peremptorily 
negatived by the Cabinets of England and 
France; but this latter statement is probably 
premature. Austria will adhere to her neutral- 
ity (the dispatch says), tinless the principalities 
"under her protectorate'' be invaded. 

The Baltic. — Important events seemed about 
to take phice hi the Baltic. A letter from Ham- 
burg, of the 26th May, in the Independence 
Beige, says: 

Important events must ere long occur along 
that coast The invitation addressed by Ad- 
miral Dund;'s to Rear- Admiral Penaud to join 
him as speedily as possible in the Gulf of Fin- 
land with the Frenen squadron confioBS oa more 
and mtwe in that opinion. 

The Russian Minister for Foreign Affairs has, 
under date of the 10th inst., issued the follow- 
ing circular to the representatives of Russia; 

"The Imperial Ministry for Foreigu Affairs 
has just received the following oiiicial announce- 
ment: In the forenoon ol the 15th (28th) of 
April, an English officer, with a flag of truce, 
from the frigate PImperieuse, Capt. Watson, no- 
tified in Port Baltic — 1, that the Russian ports 
the Bay of Finland were ileclared to be 
blockaded from that day. 2, that the foreign, 
e. the neutral vessels, which ^^ere at that time 
in Port Baltic micfat leave the harbor, but only 
in ballast, or witbcaigoes other than Russian 
property. 3, that to this end a term of 7 days 
was allowed them, but under th'' .express con- 
dition that they should take in no further cargo 
subsequent to Am dsta of ^ doekntion of the 
blockade. 

Bnuia, — ^Prince Menschikoff, whoso death 
has beien so often reported, arrived at St. Peters- 
burg about a fortnight ago. 

Letters from Southern Russia state that all 
the Russian reinforcements now on their route 
to the Crimea have received counter orders to 
rendezvous at a camp near Odessa. 

Advice* from St Petersburg to the 28th state 
that there is now a strong paify in favor of the 
conclusion of peace. It is stated that the troops 
now in Sebastopol number about .v<0,000, and that 
the place is provisioned for eight months. 

Respecting strategetic movemente, it was said 
that ue Russian Government had given orders 
for the troops to retire slowly before the allies, 
not riskiag a genwal engagement. A strong 
diplomatic asaanlt was rs^rted to be in pre- 
paration upon tha Oannnn C— 1 ^ aapocially 
Austria. 

Latut. — ^The Russian OovanuBant has isaned 
a supplementary ukase, which commands all the 

peasants in the Stete dominions, from 30 to 35 
years of age, to be included in the levy lately 
ordered in the 17 Western Governments. The 
Emperor Alexander, in a speech to a deputation 
of the inhabitents of Cronstadt, said: Pray the 
Almighty to grant as peace, and trade will flour-

In the mean time a party 
of soldiers arrived; some arrests were made, and 
order was restored. In the evening the anti- 
proeeasionisto attempted to revenge themselves 
oy breaking the windows of the bishop's palace 
and seminary, but the public force was on the 
alert, and no further mischief occurred. 

France. — The strikes amongst workmen ;ii i 
many parts of the country are assuming rather 
a serious aspect. The conneyion bot w aa n the 
strikes and the deamess of living Is the ngUest 
feature in the business. People remember that 
1830 and 1847 were years of scarcity. 

On the 25th ult., at the Palais de Justice, no 
less than five cases were tried of offences against 
the Emperor by word of mouth. In each in- 
stance the prisoner was found guilty. 

The King of Portugal, and his brother tiie 
Duke of Oporto, accompanied by the Duke de 
Terceira and General de Sarmento, arrived at 
Paris on Saturday. His Majesty was received 
by Prince Napoleon at the railway terminus. 

Sunday being a free day for every one to visit 
the Universal Exhibition, a vast crowd flocked 
to the Champs Elysees long before the doors 
were opened. During the whole day an Unin 
terrupted stream of visitors riowed iiiiothe build- 
ing, without the slightest crowding or irregular- 
t|r bchig pweeptible. NofawcrthanSO^lSpw- 
sons passed through the entrance wicket in the 
course of the day; and yet the circulation was 
never for a moment impeded. At the Fine Arts 
the crow(4 was less considerable, not amounting 
to more than 23,000; but there, also, everythi^ 
passed with the most perfect order. 

On Saturday 105,000 persona Tiaitod the Fltfis 
Exhibition. 

Spain. — Madrid, May 23. — Letters from 
Rome say that the news of the Queen havinsr 
sanctio:ied the law of denqmcrtizadon hat! 
caused a great sensation. The Moderados, it 
appears, bad announced that she would refuse 
her sanctton, and that the refusal would be tte 
signal fmr a rising against the present Govetn- 
ment. The Pope is said to be profoundly afflicted, 
ana the general opinion was that diplomatic re- 
lations between Spain and Rome would speedily 
cease. 

Swedtn, — We hear from Stockholm, under 
date of the IK^^^Iwl preparations are 

making for ii#ar, and that fresh recruits 
are being enlisted and exercised as fast 
as possible, and they can at all time^ be 
seen marching through the streets in the highest 
possiole spirits, singing their national songs. 
The construction of cannon-boats is also being 
carried on with a most extraordinary activity, 
and from the earliest dawn till late at night tibe 
dock-yards ring with the sound of hammers. 

.^sia. — Official accounts state the total num- 
ber of lives lost in the earthquake at Broussa, 
February 26, was 649 — namely 445 in the first 
shock and 204 in the second. Besides the loss 
of life, one-fifth of the city was destroyed by 
fire.
